SINCE THE AVN ADULT ENTERTAINMENT 
Expo took place in Las Vegas last month, 
newspapers and blogs have been all 
a-flutter about Roxxxy, the "world's first 
sex robot”, who made her debut at the 
show. The life-size doll has pressure sensors 
located in key areas including her hands, 
face and genitals, and she speaks when the 
sensors are touched. Her responses depend 
on what ‘personality’ has been uploaded 
to her internal computer, so users can chose 
to give the 5ft7in, 8.5st, C-cup-breasted 
silicone sensation identities such as ‘Wild 
Wendy’, who growls and demands “Give it 
to me hard” during foreplay, or ‘Frigid 
Farrah’, who nervously asks, “What are you 
going to do?” when you take her hand. 
Roxxxy is fully poseable, and although 
she can't move independently, she snores 
as she ‘sleeps’ and can hold a basic 
conversation tailored to her owner's 
interests. Inventor Douglas Hines originally 
intended Roxxxy to function as a home

HERE’S A WHEELIE GOOD IDEA: 
whizz-kid designer Stephan Bischof, 24, 
has come up with a far-from-rubbish solution 
to the anti-social problem of public peeing 
— the wheelie bin urinal. Lift up the lid of 
the bin and you can throw trash into it as 
normal, but it also has a lav-like hole in the 
front of it so caught-short chaps can drain 
their spuds. Wee is channelled into a hidden 
Sliding tray in the bin's base, where it's 
converted into a useful bio-fertiliser. 
“People already leave their wheelie bins 
out in the street, so my urinal gives the 
waste containers an added purpose,” 
says the Swiss-born designer of his ‘urban 
intervention invention’.

The idea started life as a series of oil 

paintings, but Rick says, “I knew even before 


the final strokes were laid on my canvases that 


I needed to push myself further in order to 
convey what I was feeling about mass, volume, 
and space... I needed to go three-dimensional.” 
The ships have been exhibited in several 

art galleries, but I think they're so utterly 





realistic and meticulously detailed that they 
should be on tour in national air and space 
museums, where they could inspire millions 
of visitors to contemplate man's long-standing 
desire to be airborne. 

Marvelling open-mouthed at the crafts’ 
cold, rusty, haunted-looking exteriors, 
I wonder whether the vessels are 
uninhabited, abandoned hulks, or if they're 
secretly alive inside, housing hidden 
communities buzzing with action. “In my 
imagination, the ships are full of people like 
you and me,” reveals Rick. “Except they're all 
in a state of purgatory, stuck between the 
Earth and the heavens.

Traditional airships convey a pleasing 
sense of gravity-defying lightness, but 
Rick's behemoths are all about ponderous 
weight being held aloft with great effort. 


“With any situation or character, I think 
it’s important to challenge the perception 
assigned to it,” he explains. "People imagine 
airships floating calmly along, but my ships’ 
seemingly peaceful exteriors actually shroud 
an incredible struggle. In reality, so much power 
and human toil is needed to sustain flight.” 
Do Rick's friends and family view him 
as a Noah-like madman, building fantastic- 
but-fucked-up airships out of raw materials 
and raw imagination? “No,” Rick laughs,

lose your eyes tightly, readers. 
Keep them closed, and imagine 
you ve been blindfolded. You 
can't see a chink of light through 
the thick cloth that covers your 
face, but you can tell by the purr of an engine 
and the faint vibrations running through your 
body that you’re in a moving vehicle.

And then you learn that 
youre going to be trapped in this pseudo-coffin, 
alone, for the next month.

Contain yourself 

This may sound like some insane kidnapping 
scenario dreamed up by an evil German terrorist 
named Klaus Trophobia, but instead it’s the latest 
challenge being undertaken by outrageous DJ 
Tim Shaw. At midday on Monday 15 February, 
the 36-year-old, 6ftlin, ex-Kerrang! radio 
presenter was locked inside a solid steel box just 
106cm high and 137cm wide. His only possessions

are a mattress, baby wipes, a toothbrush, a loo 
roll, and two containers: one will be filled with 
a single meal each day, delivered with two litres 
of water, and the other is for him to shit into. He 
has no watch with which to measure time (the 
lights in the box are on permanently), and no 
human contact. Two video cameras will film him 
throughout his solitary imprisonment, which 
will last up to 30 days — or until a member of 
the public finds him and wins a £30,000 prize. 
Tim doesn’t know where the box is located. 
However, he does know that he’s in a place in 
the UK that he’s been before, and that it’s 
somewhere of personal significance to him. He’ll 
be talking about as much of his life as he can 
remember, hoping that something he mentions 
will act as a hint as to his whereabouts, and his 
monologues will be streamed online. The public 
can guess his location for free by email. He’ll 
also be passed an obscure object through the 
hatch every day which will act as a cryptic clue. 


On lockdown 

Telling Bizarre about a 12-hour ‘test shift’ he 
completed in the container before being locked 
inside it long-term, Tim revealed, “Time passed 
horrifyingly slowly.

Although Tim’s ‘box room’ stunt Is craziness 
squared, it’s far from being the first insane 
trick he’s pulled. During his award-winning, 
15-year career hosting berserk yet compelling 
broadcasts, including three years on Kerrang! 
radio’s risqué late-night slot The Asylum, Tim’s 
limit-pushing japes have got him fired a mighty 
16 times. Kerrang! was forced to eject him after 
he broke into his boss’s house during an on-air 
‘burglary’ prank, while Hallam FM (based in 
Tim’s home town of Sheffield) gave the DJ his 
P45 because he landed the station with a record —> 
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£50,000 fine from regulator Ofcom because of 
his interviews with bestialists and paedophiles. 
“T did a live phone-in with two men who 
were having sex with an Alsatian, and invited 
a guy into the studio to talk about how he’d 
spent nine months in prison for raping his own 
two-year-old-child,” Tim confirms. “I figured 
that if I wanted to learn about the taboo topics, 
my audience would, too. My attitude was that 
animal shagging and kiddy fiddling have been 
going on for thousands of years; I don’t condone 
them, but there must be something driving 
people to commit such acts, and I wanted to 
discover what it was. The paedo told me that he 
was born with the compulsion to touch children. 
He described it as a sexual orientation that he 
couldn’t fight, the way a gay fella can’t help 
fancying other men. If I was him though, I’d 
rather shoot myself than give in to my urges.” 


Audio bully 


Does Tim have any regrets about his extreme 
on-air antics? “The worst thing I ever did was 
ring up my grandma and fool her into thinking 





that I’d died,” the 
(w)anchor man admits. 
“She was so upset, 
and I wish I hadn’t 
gone through with it. 
Shaw ain’t sore about 

the blow jobs from porn 
stars that he gave away as 
listener prizes, though, or 
the time paramedics had to 
be called after he choked 
while trying to deep-throat 
a sausage. “I’ve done some ludicrous things 
on-air over the years,” he reveals. “I’ve had two 
girls vomit into my open mouth. I’ve got women 
to call up, wrap their mobiles in condoms, push 
them into their pussies live on air, then continue 
the (muff-muffled) conversation. And I’ve had 
dominatrices firing paintball guns at slaves’ bare 
arses, and men hammering nails through their 
bell-ends in the studio. Sometimes the fans who 
phone me are even freakier though; I once had 
an undertaker call to tell me about a girl he’d 
always lusted after at school. When her dead

body happened to show up at 
his funeral parlour, he raped it, 
and after that became 

a full-blown necrophile.” 

Not everyone finds Tim’s 
broadcasts funny. As well as 
the numerous sackings, he’s 

suffered countless punches 
and been rammed in the face 
with a fire extinguisher by 

a female guest who was incensed by 

a comment he made about rape. He also ended 

up on Crimewatch after cold-calling hundreds 

of people at 3am pretending to be a salesman 

from a fake window firm called Glaze-U-Like. 

Yet the DJ isn’t all BJs, BDSM and ASBOs; 
he’s also got a more serious side, as his latest 
‘boxed in’ challenge shows - it’s a far more grave 
undertaking than his previous entertaining but 
undeniably teenage, Jackass-style larks. Is Shaw 
sure enough of his own mental stability to 
stay sane in the face of such intense solitary 
confinement, or will the DJ go doolally?

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alk past Doktor Haze’s 
house in Wimbledon and 
you wouldn’t know it from 
any other genteel south 
London abode. But as the 
front door opens on this sunny winter morning, 
we’re confronted by a gorgeous blonde wearing 
a black corset, miniskirt, fishnets, knee-high 
boots and a dog collar. “Come in!” says Asia 
(pronounced ‘Asha’) sweetly as we goggle at 
her, slack-jawed. “Can I get you a cup of tea?” 
Doktor Haze appears. “Asia’s my PA,” he 
booms affably, “and a marketing executive for 
the Chinese State Circus. She’s also a blade 
walker in The Circus Of Horrors. We all wear 
a mixture of hats.” Figuratively and literally, it 
seems: the old-fashioned hat stand to his right 
holds stetsons and top hats among numerous 
shrunken-skull walking sticks. 
So far, so freaky. But there’s more. We 
enter the house, turn right, and we’re in the 
sitting room, which contains a petrol pump 
and Valkyrie busts. Straight on, there’s an 
ordinary-looking bookcase — which Haze 
pushes to reveal a rambling yet spotless 
kitchen, office and garden. This secret door 
is typical of the showman’s playful but 
shrewd nature: “I was forced to put a fire 
door in by the building inspector,” he says 














of the false bookcase, “and I said to a mate 

of mine that we should put a smoke machine 
behind it - and he actually rigged one up! 

It looked great, but it set off all the smoke 
alarms. He felt like such a twat.” 


Get it on 

As we settle in with a cuppa, Haze takes 

us on a whirlwind tour of his life: his circus 
upbringing, his old band Flash Harry (later 
changed to Haze), meeting Alice Cooper and 
Arthur Brown, and his love for his “beautiful” 
girlfriend, Steph. Hanging out with Haze is like 
being blasted by an anecdote gun — he doesn’t 
stop, and each story’s interwoven with at least 
three others. But the entrepreneur is relentlessly 
engaging. His broad Preston accent (“Preston 
near Transylvania!” he chuckles) cuts through 
any hint of ponciness and his fanboy heart is 
worn on his sleeve, whether discussing Preston 
North End FC or his obsession with T-Rex. 

He’s most excited when explaining how Marc 
Bolan’s partner Gloria Jones once told him: 
“Mare would’ve loved you!” 

You'd expect the boss of the most bizarro 
show in Britain to have had an unusual life, 
but Haze’s has been even stranger than most. 
“I was pretty well born in a circus,” he says. 
“My mum met my dad when she came to 4 
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London, and six weeks later they got married. 
He was driving an ambulance, but got the sack 
— I think he was picking prostitutes up and 
taking them to their clients - so he went back 
to the circus he’d worked in, Sanger’s, and 
that’s where I was conceived.” 

Haze’s father was also a lion-tamer, 
a bear-trainer and a milkman... “He sounds like 
an interesting character, but he wasn’t —- he was

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a twat,” Haze says. He did a runner when Haze 
was six months old, but 11 years later Haze’s 
mum found her husband doing time for fraud. 
While trying to sue him for maintenance, she 
was advised by a judge to get back together 
with him. She did. “That was staggering!” 

says Haze. “But she said I should have a father. 
In the intervening years he’d had a motorbike 
accident and five heart attacks in three days, 




































so he was in a bad way. He wore an 
orthopaedic shoe and his right leg bent at the 
thigh instead of the knee. He looked different.” 
Haze’s father uprooted the family again, 
and they travelled to Ireland to join another 
circus, Fossett’s. “He sold us as fire-eaters and 
mind-readers, so I learnt to walk on broken 
glass and fire-eat in a day, though I’d never 
even lit a match!” says Haze. “We also had 


an act where we put a rope around my neck 
and four people tried to strangle me. You’d 
never get away with it now.” : 

His dad disappeared again when Haze was 
14, never to be seen again. Haze stayed with 
the circus, placing ads in the local paper when 
it arrived at each site, and putting up posters in 
shops. “By the age of 14 I was booking the 
grounds ’cause my dad was too lazy to do it,” 
he remembers. “Due to his heart problem he 
was addicted to prescription drugs, and he 
used to smoke ridiculous amounts.” The habits 
weren’t passed on: Haze doesn’t smoke, drinks 
the occasional red wine or whisky and takes 
drugs only to control his cholesterol. 

The entrepreneurial spirit was passed 
down in spades, though. Haze is The Circus 
Of Horrors’ managing director, as well as

marketing director of the Moscow State Circus, 
the Chinese State Circus and authentic vintage 
fairground experience Carter’s Steam Fair. He’s 
also managing director of an entertainment 
agency called The Psycho Management 
Company. It’s a fantastic portfolio. “And Cirque 
du Soleil asked me to interview for the job of 
European operations director,” he says proudly. 
“I didn’t go, but it was nice to be considered.” 


Metal guru 

Haze moved to London in 1979, determined 
to make it in a band, although it didn’t work 
out. “I think Marc Bolan drew me to London,” 
he says. “Although he was dead, I just seemed 
to be closer to him to be here, as stupid as it 
sounds. The film Born To Boogie would be 
shown every fortnight in Soho, and afterwards 
fans would go to The Intrepid Fox pub across 
the road. You just felt the vibe.” 

These days, the 51-year-old spends half the 
year on the road and half in Wimbledon, and is 
currently tweaking his Day Of The Dead show, 
which involves numerous ‘killings’, costume 
changes, and water and paper being fired into 
the crowd — not to mention the death-defying 
sword, piercing, aerial and fire routines. 

“The only accident I’ve had was when I was 
19,” says Haze. “A friend was in the audience 
and I was showing off. I used to leap towards 
the crowd, my mouth full of paraffin, then I’d 








blow and run backwards, so you’d get the 
biggest fire-blow you’ve seen in your life. But 
I had so much paraffin in my mouth I couldn’t 
breathe, and I had a cold, so when I breathed 
in all the paraffin went straight into my lungs.” 
Haze shows us around. He has two spare 
rooms, and when the Circus is close enough, 
people crash here: “When we’re all here and 
Captain Dan walks in and there’s Hannibal 
with his fucking big ears - all these freaks — it’s 
like The League Of Gentlemen arriving. The 
neighbours are like, ‘All right! You back, then?’” 
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Children of the revolution 

Back in the kitchen, Radio 5 Live is on at 

a low buzz, all day. Haze phones in whenever 
he finds a Circus Of Horrors angle on a news 
story. “I’m a media whore. If you keep your 
name in the papers, on the radio and on the TV, 
you'll keep getting a new audience,” he says. 

The Circus Of Horrors has been on 
everything from Ant & Dec’s Saturday Night 
Takeaway to Richard & Judy, and Haze 
provided every speciality act for the third series 
of Davina McCall’s Don’t Try This At Home. 
“When we started The Circus Of Horrors, 
people thought it was too dark and satanic, 
that councils would ban us and we’d only 
be on late-night telly,” he explains. “But we 
managed to bridge that gap, and I do believe 
that - as much as I hate the programme 
— Britain’s Got Talent wouldn’t have its 
diversity of acts had it not been for us.” 

It’s time for us to go, though the stories are 
still coming thick and fast. Fortunately, Haze 
is in the process of writing his autobiography. 
But for now, with a wave to Asia, to Haze, and 
to the pickled wax baby in the bottle in the 
kitchen, we’re off. ®

0, you’re standing at the traffic lights ea cea 
when a giant banana glides past. wr 
Moments later there’s an angry 
shark in hot pursuit.

or you’ve come across an art car rally. The art iL 
car scene is a thriving subculture that attracts 
motor enthusiasts, artists, stoners, festival-goers 
and others with a sense of humour, all united 
by the common aim of taking old bangers and 
reinventing them as ridiculous objects that still 
function as cars. Parades of these whacked-out 
automobiles have traditionally taken place 
in the US, but are gradually becoming more —> 
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popular in the UK, and were part of the 
Christmas festivities in Manchester and 
Edinburgh last year. 


Riding high 
An art car is “a drivable installation - any 
vehicle that has been reimagined, restyled, 
remodelled, or completely metamorphosed 
by an artist into a transport of delight,” 
explains Michael Trainor, curator of the 
UK-based Art Car Parade. They’re a bit like 
the cars you see on Pimp My Ride, but without 
involvement from Xzibit or Tim Westwood, or 
the mock hysteria. Instead, they’re designed 
with creative flair and an eye for the brilliantly 
absurd. More importantly, the art car world 

is one of zero snobbery. Individuality is 
celebrated - no one car is considered any 
‘better’ than another. 

The roots of art cars stretch back to the 
early days of the automobile in the roaring 
1920s, when more imaginative and daring 
car owners would decorate their old vehicles 


— nicknamed flivvers - with cartoons. The scene 


as we now know it, however, has been around

in various forms since the rise of the 1960s 
counterculture, when author Ken Kesey and 

a group of his friends - the Merry Pranksters 
— crossed America in a hand-painted bus, and 
psychedelic art permeated the mainstream. 
Soon, young artists and petrolheads alike 
were customising their cars in increasingly 
imaginative ways. 


Fruits of labour 


To many fanatics, a car is more than a mode 

of transport. “Your car is like a second skin, 

a second set of clothes,” says Philo Northrup, 
long-standing art car creator and cofounder of 
the San Francisco-based ArtCar Fest, a travelling 
festival dedicated to licensed, working cars. 

“In 1983 I drove a 1977 Chevy Vega, but I didn’t 











feel like a 1977 Chevy Vega kind of guy. I felt 
like a new wave, West Coast artist kinda guy. 
At that time, animal-print imagery was big, so 
I painted my car with zebra stripes and bolted 
some deer antlers to it. | was amazed by the 
reactions I received. I didn’t know any other 
such artists and didn’t hear the term 
‘art car’ until years later.” 

It wasn’t until 1986 that the first major 
art car parade took place, in Houston, Texas. 
It featured 11 vehicles, and many makers had 
been inspired by a piece by local artist Jackie 
Harris known as “The Fruitmobile’. Overhauling 
an old car to be auctioned off for charity, Harris 
had taken a 1967 Ford station wagon and, 
blowing his budget of $800 on paint and plastic 
fruit, turned an otherwise unremarkable wreck

It’s not just the 
amateurs who are cartists; world-renowned 
artists Roy Lichtenstein and Andy Warhol have 
designed BMW art cars. If we’re completely 
honest, though, neither of their pop art 
paint-jobs are as impressive and imaginative 
as some of the vehicles on these pages. 

“Most art car artists are rather shy and 
humble, and share some characteristics with 
folk artists,” says Philo. “Despite the fact that 
we come from a wide variety of backgrounds, 
we all have a great affinity for each other. 
What we share is an ‘art for art’s sake’ 
approach and a strong desire to express

ourselves. Most artists would say that this 
describes them, but the distinction is that 

art car artists are generally self-taught and 
come from backgrounds that don’t encourage 
self-expression, much less being a professional 
artist. Also, art car artists exhibit their work 
all the time, free to anyone who’ll look up, 
and we are rewarded by daily, unfiltered joy.” 


Anarchy in the UK 


The art car scene is more popular in the US 
because cars are cheaper to buy, while UK 
cartists are less accustomed to doing work 

for free and the logistics of staging events 
(such as road closures and licences) makes 

it difficult to set things up here. “American 
automobile law is much more permissive of 
extreme alteration,” adds Philo. “American 
culture loves cars, the road and individuality. 
Art cars symbolise all that, plus social mobility 
and a very democratic approach to art.”

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these difficulties, however, the UK scene is 
gaining popularity, and its cars are every bit 
as daft - and possibly darker in humour. 

“T like the ones that are interactive, like 
a musical milk float that the audience can play, 
or a fire engine that pulses balls of fire,” says 
Liz Pugh, co-founder of Manchester-based 
events company Walk The Plank. Inspired 
by a visit to the Burning Man festival, Liz is 
responsible for bringing art cars to the UK. 
“My favourite is Peter Mountain’s ‘Black Cab’. 
He’s a sculptor who’s been working with 
3-D technology: he scanned a black cab and 
then reconstituted it in red plastic slices. It’s 
a completely recognisable shape, and a real 
mind-twister when you look at it closely. 
There’s also “The Cremulator’ by Andy Plant, 
which is a hearse that can dig its own grave 
and puts the fun back into funerals. That’s 
always another favourite with the spectators...

“The unique aspect of our medium is that we 
bring art into the world every day. We drive 
our artworks to work, to the store and on the 
highways of life, 365 days a year.” ®

the head,” he says in reference to the cadaver 
on the table. The whole studio is crammed 
with masks, props and mangled organs: it’s 

a horror film fan’s dream come true. 


Animated corpses 
“I wasn’t a horror fanatic as a kid,” says 
Anthony. “I always wanted to be a Disney 
animator. But one day, in my college library, 
I came across a book by Tom Savini (make-up 
artist for Dawn Of The Dead, Day Of The Dead 
and many more) called Grande Illusions, and 
thought that it’d be a really cool job.” 
Anthony signed up for a 14-week course 
at the Joe Blasco make-up school in Florida, 
landing his first job soon after on Troma’s 
Rockabilly Vampire. He then decided to set 
up his own SFX company, and spent the next 
seven years taking gigs wherever possible while 
waiting tables to pay the rent. The hard work 
finally paid off, and for the last eight years he 
has run Demonic Pumpkins (a name he came 
up with while trying to think of a cool title 
for a mix tape) full time. 
Since starting out he’s worked on over 150 
projects, from TV to theatre and films, creating 


everything from old-age effects to zombies - and 


even a psychotic killer breast. “I did this film 
called Boob that’s on the festival circuit at the 
moment,” he grins. “It’s about a woman whose 
breast implants come to life and start killing 
people. I had to make this big fake boob and 
hide a remote control car underneath it, so it 
could run around the room attacking people.”

Little shop of horrors

legs, rifles, daggers, ray-guns and anything else 
you could possibly need. Then there’s the 
sculpting area, where Anthony makes detailed 
prosthetics, such as fake noses and ears. This 
innocent-looking desk, with its large mirror 
and simple fold-out chair, sits ominously close 
to some large shelves that hold gallons and 
gallons of fake blood - a commodity that, in 
this line of work, you can never have too much 
of. Opposite this is a standard workbench area, 
where animatronics or frames for making 
moulds are put together. With every inch 

of surrounding wall space crammed with 
screwdrivers, pairs of pliers and vicious-looking 
saws, it looks like a lost scene from The Toolbox 
Murders, especially the rack of boxes carefully 
marked: ‘Eyeballs’, ‘Knife Blades’ and ‘Bullet 
Casings’. Finally, there’s the spray booth, 

or as Anthony calls it, ‘the toxic room’. This 
well-ventilated area is where he spray-paints —>

HOW TO CREATE... 


WOUNDS, BRUISES 
AND A SLIT THROAT 


YOU NEED: 

e Spirit gum 

e Modelling wax 

e A ‘bruise wheel’ (a collection 
of bruise-coloured make-up 
- we like one by Kryolan) 

e Fake blood (regular and thick) 

e Liquid latex 


STEP 1 

MARKING AND 
ADHESIVE 

Mark areas you want to ‘wound’, 
then apply a thin layer of spirit 
gum. Tap it with your finger until 


The end result: 
Do try this at 
home, kids! 


it turns sticky (put talcum powder on 
your finger to stop it getting stuck). 


STEP 2 
WAX APPLICATION 
AND TEXTURING 


Roll small cylinders of wax and press 
them gently on to the marked areas. 
Do one ridge on the neck for the top 
of the cut; it'll look like it’s ripped 
away from the skin underneath. 
Smooth the wax with a spatula, then 
cut it open. Rip a make-up sponge 


and dab it to create a skin-like texture. 


Holding the sponge with tweezers, 
smear liquid latex on to the wax in 


two thin layers. Avoid your hair and 
open a window to disperse fumes. 


STEP 3 

COLOURING 

Dab a ripped sponge into the bruise 
make-up and brush a small amount 
round the edges of the wax. Blend 
dark reds, blues and yellows to make 
bruises. Fill in the cuts with dark red 
and patches of black. 


STEP 4 

THICK BLOOD 

Add thick blood (this can be made 
by adding flour to normal fake 
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blood), smearing a thin layer into 
crevices to make them look wet. 
Add a dab to the eyebrow and lip 
and they'll look like they're split 
without needing to apply wax. 


STEP 5 
FINISHING TOUCHES 


Slowly pour fake blood into the 
wounds (and under the neck flap) 
and allow them to drip, pooling at 
the ends. The thicker blood will 
stay in the wound and the regular 
blood will flow down your face 
and neck. Cover any mistakes with 
more blood and you're ready to go! 
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The finished look: 
Drop undead

HOW TO CREATE... 
ZOMBIE MAKE-UP 


YOU NEED: 

© A ‘bruise wheel’ (see p93) 

@ Fake blood (regular and thick) 

@ Liquid latex 

© Loo roll 

© Tooth enamel (a coloured 
tooth make-up) 


edges off first. Add two more thin 
layers of latex on top and let it dry. 


STEP 2 

LATEX DESTRUCTION 
With tweezers, scratch a small hole 
in the paper/latex layer. Grab the 
edges of the hole and open it up (be 
careful not to grab your real skin!) 
Make a few jagged rips to make 

it look like your skin is falling off. 


STEP 3 

FOUNDATION 

Apply make-up (blue, green, grey 
— it’s up to you!) all over your face 


STEP 1 

LATEX APPLICATION 
Dab a thin layer of latex over the 
parts you want to look like ripped 
skin - avoiding eyebrows, stubble 
and hair. Stick a sheet of loo roll 
on to the latex, ripping the straight 
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with a ripped sponge. Never use just 
one colour: add multiple shades to 
create depth. Smear a very thin 
layer of latex on your lips, add some 
talcum powder and then smear this 
to create zombie lips. 


STEP 4 

FEATURES 

Use dark purple and blue shades on 
your eyelids, under the eyes, around 


the nose, under your cheekbones and 


anywhere your face has shadows. 
Add a little red make-up right under 
the eyes for that freshly-risen-from- 
the-grave effect. 


STEP 5 
DETAILS AND 
FINISHING 


Draw some thin, short lines in 
purple to suggest veins. Fill in the 
holes in the latex with dark reds 
and purples, adding thick blood to 
make them glisten. Pat powder on 
your face to help dry the make-up. 
Splat your hair down with gel, then 
rub in some talcum powder for 
undead locks. Apply tooth enamel 
if you have it (but be warned that 
it permanently stains false teeth). 
Rinse your mouth with fake blood 
and you're done! 





props and works with potentially hazardous 
chemicals, such as liquid latex. All in all it’s 
a costume obsessive’s playground, but one 
where you need to watch where you’re going 
if you don’t want to lose an eye. Or a head. 


Celebrity skin 


Anthony’s work has led to him meeting 

luminaries from the horror genre, including 

George A Romero, Linda Blair and The Texas 

Chain Saw Massacre director Tobe Hooper. 

“That man can drink anybody under the 

table!” says Anthony of Tobe. “He’s awesome. 

He told me lots of stories about the making 

of the movie, but you couldn’t print them.” 
Anthony has also applied make-up to an 

eclectic range of celebs. As well as doing straight 

make-up for John Waters in US TV show ’Til 

Death Do Us Part and making Eric Roberts look 

like he’d been smashed in the face with a brick, 

he did a severed arm effect for Wu-Tang Clan’s 

Method Man and even 

applied a fake goatee 

to Dr Dre for a music 

video. “He could 

kind of grow his 

own goatee, but 

he couldn’t make 


the moustache and the beard connect,” laughs 
Anthony. “He was really pleased with the one 
I gave him. He wore it out to a club that night.” 
Despite having worked on some cult horror 
favourites - including Satan’s Little Helper and 
The Attic — it’s the sillier projects that stand out 
in Anthony’s memory. “I had to build a six-foot 
penis once,” he says. “It was for a really stupid 
zombie movie called Love Potion 666, when 
I was just starting out. People get drugged and 
turn into erotic zombies, and one guy’s penis 
grows to six feet long and starts ejaculating all 
over everybody. I made the penis out of a pipe 
and some foam, and filled the pipe with three 
gallons of hair conditioner. I was watching the 
scene being shot and just thinking, ‘that is

fucking bizarre’. 
Raining blood 


As with any business, things can go wrong. 
But when things go wrong in the SFX industry, 
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it can get spectacularly messy. “I was working 
on a movie called Dead Serious, and there’s 
a scene where a vampire gets shot up by 
machine guns. I’d hired a guy to build an 
apparatus that’d shoot the blood out, and when 
we filmed it the machine wouldn’t stop! There 
should have been four bullet effects, but it did 
about 30. Blood was shooting out at such a high 
pressure that the cameras got drenched, the 
camera crew got drenched... even PAs standing 
right at the back got drenched! Everyone got 
blood on them that day. They had to stop 
filming for two hours while they cleaned the 
cameras and scrubbed the blood off the walls.” 
With our tour over, it’s time to get into the 
make-up chair and learn some tricks of the 
trade. Anthony is about to make me look like 
I’ve had my throat slashed, then been brought 
back to life as a zombie, then disembowelled. 
It’s just another day at the office. —>

A DISEMBOWELLED

These guts are for movie-making, 
but if you want to use them as 

a costume, strap them to your 
body in a clear plastic bag. 


STEP 1 
PREP THE VICTIM 


Wrap clingfilm around the torso 
of your victim (it makes the 
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clean-up process much easier). Cut 
a six-inch slit in the front of their 
T-shirt, just below the ribcage. 


STEP 2 
MAKING THE GUTS 


Make some dough (or use the 
ready-made kind). Tear it into strips 
and roll it into sausages. Put it in 

a bowl, then cover it with fake blood 
and a drop of blue food colouring. 


STEP 3 

APPLYING THE GUTS 
After the blood has soaked into 
the dough mixture for five minutes, 


lie your victim down and shove 
the guts under the edges of the 
hole in their T-shirt. Let them flop 
bloodily down the sides for a nice 
natural effect. As an optional extra, 
if you have any plastic internal 
organs from a fancy dress shop 
lying around - such as a liver, 
stomach or pancreas - shove 
them into the guts and tangle 
them up for added viscera. 


STEP 4 

DRESSING 

Take the bowl that contains the 
remaining blood mixture and 


a few minutes. Voila: kitchen 
roll intestines! 


stand over your victim, pouring 
the blood over the guts hanging 
out of their T-shirt — it'll pool 
disgustingly down the sides of 
their body. Pour more blood over 
your victim's mouth, and splatter 
their neck and T-shirt with gore. 


STEP 5 
FINISHING 


If you decide to move your victim 
for a different shot, you'll need to 
hold their ‘guts’ and then plop them 
back on when you've got them 
sitting comfortably. Add a few 
scary props, and you're all finished! 











MAKE YOUR 

OWN COSTUME 

“You understand your needs better 
than anyone else. My costume 

is soaked in blood for the entire 
show, so I make sure that it’s 
water-repellent or I'd be a big 
fucking tampon out there.” 


DON’T USE FOAM LATEX 
“It's great for movies, but it's not 
durable enough for playing onstage 
night after night. Use latex rubber 
— it'll last forever.” 


BEWARE LATEX DISEASE 
“I don't really know what this is, 
but sometimes latex will just start 
melting. It’s a mystery to us: I had 
a mask turn into a mouldering pile 
of shit in just two weeks.” 


HAVE A GOOD TEAM 
“There are four slaves in total,

&& have my dad’s ashes, and every Father’s 
Day I mix them with my eyeshadow and 
wear them on my face,” drawls Jeffree 
Star. “He was amazing. Yeah, I’m sick 
in the head. I just think it’s funny. I was 

six years old when he died of alcoholism, and 
when you’re young, death doesn’t mean that 
much. I remember being like, ‘Hmmmmm, 
OK. Can I have some more ice cream now?” 
This 23-year-old singer never holds back, 
whatever the conversation topic. One of the 
success stories of MySpace, Jeffree’s known as 
much for his androgynous image, bitchy blog 
updates and emo-fringed boyfriends as for his 


electro-pop, 
and counts Paris 
Hilton, Kelly Osbourne 
and Kat Von D among his friends. He’s talking 
to Bizarre from his living room in Los Angeles. 
Last night’s conquest is upstairs in bed and 
Jeffree’s two neon-dyed Pomeranians, Diva 
(orange) and Ice Cream (pink), are playing 
tug-of-war with a dog toy at his feet. 

This version of domesticity is different from 
Jeffree’s upbringing in Orange County. He lived 
in a seven-bedroomed house that was “the 
biggest in the street”, but he was an only child 
and was often looked after by his grandparents, 
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because his mum also had a drink problem. 
“She’s nine years sober now, but she had a lot 
of problems when I was little,” Jeffree says. 
“My biggest memory of her is being arrested 
when she got her first DUI (driving under the 
influence). We went down to a convenience 
store and we got pulled over. I was in the back 
seat and I watched her get arrested. My grandpa 
had to come and walk me home. I was kind of 
like, ‘Oh wow, here we go again’.” 

Jeffree’s mum was a model, so he learned 
about make-up at a young age. But the biggest 
influence on his childhood was the Spice Girls. 
Every wall of his room was covered in ther —> 
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pictures, and he wanted to be “bigger than life”, 
like them. “I like them all, and even though 
Posh is so famous now, back then I liked her 
because she was so bitchy and had a really good 
style. I met her when she was in LA with her 
hot husband. I want to have a threesome with 
them, so I’ve got my work cut out...” 


Vampire weekend 
By the time he hit his teens, Jeffree had taken 
the Spice Girls’ philosophy and given it a dark 
twist: goth. Black trench coats, big platforms, 
black lipstick and blue hair were his school 
uniform. “I looked really ugly now I look back 
on it, but at least I can laugh about it,” he says. 
“T invented Tivilight. I looked like Edward Cullen 
before he was created. I was sleeping with the 
werewolves before that was ever written!” 
Sleeping with people has been important to 
Jeffree for some time. He discovered he was gay 
at age 10, and didn’t waste any time in exploring 
his sexuality. “I always knew that I liked guys,” 
he remembers. “When all the girls were talking 
about how cute boys were, I was always talking 
about fucking them. As a teenager I was really 


popular - all the teachers wanted to sleep with 
me. I was never good at history, so I sucked the 
teacher’s dick. No one found out, but I finally 
passed my Christopher Columbus map test...” 

Jeffree swapped exams for lipstick by getting 
a job at a MAC cosmetics store when he left 
school. He loved the products and was the top 
seller, but he hated dealing with the “stupid” 
public. At the same time, he began working as 
a make-up artist for famous people, but got fed 
up with their egos. His solution? Working in 
a mortuary. “Doing make-up for celebrities was 
a nightmare, because they’re always talking and 
there’s so much drama - I thought it’d be cool 
to do make-up on dead people because they 
can’t talk back to you,” he teases. 

At the weekends, Jeffree did make-up for 
Hustler porn shoots. “It’s pretty boring to watch 
people fuck for 14 hours, and that’s why I quit 
and started doing music. I’d rather make porn 
- I’m releasing my sex tape soon,” he jokes. 
“You'll see a lot of face-fucking, and a mixture 
of guys and girls; I don’t want to get seasick.” 

When he wasn’t on porn sets, Jeffree was 
having sexual fantasies of his own while 


working on music videos for the likes of AFI. 
“I'd never really heard them before until I met 
Davey (Havok, lead singer), and we became 
really close friends. I bought his music and 

I thought it was really great,” Jeffree explains. 
“They’re also great in bed... I haven’t slept with 
all four members, just one big one. I’m not 
allowed to say who, but people can Google it.” 


Hollywood whore 

Through these experiences and nights out in 
Hollywood clubs, Jeffree’s phonebook swelled 
with contacts. Though he’s coy about who he 
knows - “I can’t give my friends’ names away... 
they’d be mad!” - he’s been photographed with 
Gabe Saporta from Cobra Starship, Jared Leto 
from 30 Seconds To Mars and all of 30H!3. In 
2006, Peaches drummer Samantha Maloney 
(ex-Motley Criie and Eagles Of Death Metal) 
gave him his first song, “We Want Cunt’. 

“T’ve always had a passion for music, and 
having a bunch of friends in the industry was 
great, because they gave me stuff they’d worked 
on,” Jeffree explains. “I wrote music to it and 
put it on MySpace, and it became a big —>

deal and everyone liked it for some reason.” 
Despite its success, however, he’s since fallen 
out with Samantha. “I don’t want to talk about 
it... drama. In LA, it doesn’t take much to stop 
being friends with someone.” 


Jeffree's EP Plastic Surgery Slumber Party 
followed, while his first show was at home in 
Orange County, supporting Hollywood rapper 
and fellow MySpace celebrity Mickey Avalon. 
“I didn’t know what I was doing, but I just 
remember having a lot of fun,” he recalls. 
“It was just me and an iPod, and I sang and 
pulled people onstage. They loved it, I loved it, 
and it felt natural to perform so I pursued it.” 
He’s since played “loads of festivals”, 
including a show in Alaska. “It’s where Sarah 
Palin (the Republican vice-presidential candidate 
in the 2008 election) lives, and I love her,” says 
Jeffree. “She wants to kill gay people, and 
I want her to try to kill me! I haven’t asked 
her yet; ’m waiting for her book tour...” 
Second EP Cupcakes Taste Like Violence, 
released in 2008, is packed full of lyrics about 
fucking and fashion, while also reflecting 
Jeffree’s predisposition to fighting. He admits 
to Tasing people, hitting them with stilettos and 
using Mace. Why is he so violent? “Why aren’t 
people more violent?” he responds. “I mean, 
I guess it’s different when you’ve had to be 
defensive your whole life; maybe some people 
don’t understand that. If someone’s going to 
throw a drink on me or be really rude and say 
something, then I’m going to strangle them 
in a club or beat them with my Christian 
Louboutin heel. In sixth grade (the equivalent 
of UK year seven), my next-door neighbour 
tried to strangle me in the playground, so 
I bit his arm really hard until it was bleeding

everywhere. Maybe that’s why I like the 

character Hannibal Lecter. He’s intelligent.” 
Jeffree’s debut full-length album, Beauty 

Killer, out last September, follows similar 

themes to his previous releases, and examines 

LA culture and obsessions with lovers. “I think 

this album represents me now. | put in a lot 

of dark thoughts I had about love. I think 

the industry is so saturated with fake shit, 

so I wanted to write my take on it,” he says. 


Jeffree’s not a fan of fake shit. As well as 
falling out with Samantha Maloney, he broke 
off his friendship with Metro Station’s Trace 
Cyrus during the recording of Cupcakes Taste 
Like Violence, and counts Frank Carter from 
Gallows as an enemy after the singer slagged 
off his music on last year’s Warped Tour. 
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But one celebrity Jeffree remains mates with 
is Kat Von D. The two met, hit it off instantly, 
and Kat tattooed him with the face of murdered 
beauty queen JonBenét Ramsey. “I’d wanted it 
for a long time, and I had Kat do it the first time 
we met,” he says. “LA’s full of so many fake 
people, and we both saw that we’re genuine. 
Four years later, we’re best friends.” 

When Kat broke the Guinness World 
Record for the most tattoos given by a single 
person in 24 hours (which has since been 
beaten by her ex-husband Oliver Peck and 
then by Arizona tattooist Hollis Cantrell), 
Jeffree was number six in line to be inked. 
“That was probably the twelfth tattoo I got 
from her,” he says. “On a normal day we just 
like taking pictures, and going shopping is 
always fun. Nikki Sixx (her ex-boyfriend, and 
Motley Criie bassist) loves me!” 


The JonBenét Ramsey tattoo shares skin 
space with around 30 other portraits, including 
Princess Diana, Sharon Tate, Jeffree’s mum, his 
grandpa, his grandma, and himself in sixth 
grade. “I like how real portraits look,” he says. 
“People’s faces intrigue me - that’s probably 
why I started doing make-up. It’s really weird 
when someone comes on me, because they’re 
coming on someone else’s face.” 

As much as Jeffree loves sex, he says 
he’d pick his music career if he was forced to 
choose between the two. He has over a million 
MySpace friends (or “bitches”), and he’ll keep 
performing and designing clothes (he has a line 
at US, mall-friendly alt.store Hot Topic). There 
are also rumours of a reality TV show, though 
he’s not allowed to talk about it. But ask Jeffree 
what he really wants, and he’s typically 
deadpan. “My ultimate fantasy? Dying.” ®

of me,” he remembers. “Those were the days. 
The mafia knew how to run this town. Now 
it’s all corporate bullshit. Also, back then 
people were more glamourous and wore tuxes 
and dresses to go out. Now you can get into 
a casino wearing damn pyjamas! It’s cheap and 
tacky compared with the glory days of Vegas.” 
A masterful developer of sleight-of-hand 
moves, Gary’s thimble manipulations are 
staggeringly deceptive. But don’t take my 
word for it: type ‘Gary Darwin Thimble Magic’ 
into YouTube and be amazed. And if that’s not 
enough, this extraordinary man also markets 
a DVD on how to make the perfect comb-over. 
“Yeah kid, look at my hair,” he says. “I could 
fix this in minutes and no one would know 
I was bald!” I scrutinise his barnet, which is 
fashioned into a unique shape, with a swirly 
cave of hair at the front. I want to suggest 


that he put a tiny plastic pixie inside, 
but I manage to resist. 

It’s impossible to list everything 
Gary owns, but pretty much 
anything to do with magic and 
Las Vegas finds its way into his 
archives. His home is so crammed 
that he can’t even make a cup of 
coffee without negotiating some 
amazing piece of history: even the 
kitchen sink is home to marvellous 
items, so he has to eat and drink in 
a café up the road. 

His collection includes over 5,000 
autographed magic books, rooms full of 
talking skulls, Victorian props and toy 
red devils, and even 1960s magician 
Sebastian’s custom-made, bullet-catching 
steel teeth. “Sebastian commanded $3,000 
for a 10-minute performance,” Gary says. 
“He’d take out his real teeth and put in 
custom-made steel ones to catch a bullet 
fired by a police marksman. He was sensible. 
Twelve people have died doing this trick and 
no one wanted to be number 13.”

SCANDINAVIAN CRIME MOVIES 
are generally steeped in an isolated, 
almost alien atmosphere that you 
don't see in mainstream Hollywood 
cinema. This taut thriller, which gives 
cinematic life to the first book in 
Swedish author Stieg Larsson's 
best-selling Millennium trilogy, 
continues this tradition. 

The traumatic tale focuses on 
Mikael Blomkvist (Michael Nyqvist), 
an idealistic journalist who quits his 
job after losing a libel case. Out of the 
blue, a wealthy company president 
hires him to find out what happened 
to his niece, who mysteriously 
disappeared 40 years before, 
aged 16. As his investigation gets 
underway, Mikael is cyber-stalked 


Did author Larsson 
die for his causes? 
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by an anarcho-goth hacker named 
Lisbeth Salander (Noomi Rapace) 

— the girl of the title - who eventually 
aids him in his quest. While this may 
sound like a straightforward story, it's 
anything but. Once Lisbeth becomes 
involved, myriad skeletons are rattled 
from their cupboards, while elsewhere 
there's a head-spinning array of twists 
and turns, and the plot descends into 
a darkness that threatens to consume 
the characters. 

Director Niels Arden Oplev is 
open-hearted about revealing the 
Clues to a crime that's more appalling 
than initially imagined - involving 
Nazis, a human sacrifice cult and 
a super-sick serial killer. Yet at the 
same time, he's not afraid of getting 
down and dirty with the heinous 
reality of the affair. Meanwhile, each 
location and character is laid bare in 
a warts-and-all fashion that sucks the 
viewer into the story. 

The combination of these 
techniques makes for uneasy viewing, 
particularly during the violent 
episodes. For example, Lisbeth’s 
revenge scene, in which a bloated hulk 
of ageing male ego receives an anal 
raping and ends up with ‘I'm a sadist 
pig and a rapist’ tattooed on his belly. 
It's the kind of cinematic moment that 
gets moralists frothing at the mouth 
because they deem it gratuitous, 
when in fact the reason it's portrayed 
in such a fashion is to spell out the 
horror of the incident. 

On the acting front, both Nyqvist 
and Rapace are convincing in their 
multifaceted odd-couple roles. It’s 
great news, then, that they return in 
the follow-up films - The Girl Who 
Played With Fire and The Girl Who 
Kicked The Hornets’ Nest - both 
released later this year. Let's just 
hope that the director of these flicks, 
Daniel Alfredson, delivers adaptations 
that do as much justice to Larsson’s 
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books as Oplev's rendering of The 
Girl With The Dragon Tattoo - which 
is undoubtedly one of this year's 
most powerful and gripping movies.

Who are they? One of the most 
unlikely musical trios of all time. 
Originally known as Louis Hardin, 
Moondog was an experimental 
musician who spent years living 
on the streets of New York, 
dressed like Norse god Thor 

— hence his nickname, ‘The Viking 
Of 6th Avenue’. He also invented 
instruments, including a tiny 
triangular harp called the Oo. 

In contrast, Julie Andrews was 
the singer who went on to star in 
Mary Poppins and The Sound Of 
Music. This album was recorded 
when she was an emerging starlet, 
performing in My Fair Lady on 
Broadway. Martyn Green was 

a similarly prim star of Gilbert 
and Sullivan productions. 

What did they sound like? 
The songs are interpretations of 
old nursery rhymes, and are chirpy 
and simple with odd themes. 
Moondog's shuffly, folky flute and 
jazzy drums sharply contrast with 
Julie and Martyr's old-fashioned, 
Queen's English meticulous 
pronunciation. The nonsense lyrics 
add another layer of surreality, 
with lines such as, Hot boiled 
beans and very good butter / If 
you please to come to supper’. 
Where can I get it? The album 
is re-released by Poppy Disc 
Records this month. In a strange 
victory for the outsider musician, 
the late Moondog now gets top 
billing, in the slot originally held by 
Julie and Martyn.
